\\ THEN we have gone far along 

W t h e Path of Years, many times, 
in the quiet of an evening hour, or, 
in the midst of toil and stress, we 
will remember our beloved Hollins 
Land. The faces of friends will rise 
before us and bid us remember the 
days when Youth made the Path 
easy, and we will be glad—glad for 
all the friendly folk whose lives 
touched ours and made work, play. 

But after this will rise another 
vision—a vision of hills and skies, 
of fields and streams—the Great 
Out-of-Doors from which came 
our Greatest Help and our most 
Eternal Peace. 

It is a record of this life which we, 
the Spinster Staff of 1921, want 
this book to bear. 
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Yesterday’s Professor 

’’Contemptible cad, sir, despicable donkey! I wouldn’t give five cents counter¬ 
feit, for the opinion of such a man—not five cents counterfeit.” 

Such were the gentle judgments which Dr. Kusian, philosopher, professor, 
friend of Hollins girls, used to heap with unfailing generosity upon scholars whose 
views differed widely from his. 

In the catalog one would have found Dr. Kusian listed as head of the modern 
language department. But there were few of us who did not believe that he could 
have handled with ability and assurance any subject offered in the college curric¬ 
ulum. That little college world, guarded by hills, irregular and beautiful, east 
west, north, and south, held within its sheltered bounds more than one great soul 
whose simple life and high precepts fortified those who sat at their feet for a 
world beyond, which they themselves would never know. Most eccentric and, 
perhaps, because of this, most loved, was Dr. Kusian. He was a pure product of 
European universities, winsome in unconscious egotism and charming in native 
simplicity. 

French was the subject I studied with him for three years, but what he taught 
could never be classified under so limiting a title as French Composition or French 
Drama of the Seventeenth Century. From astronomy to medicine, from Plato s 
Republic to Darwin’s Origin of Species, the class would be lead in one short hour 
all. of course, according to the law of the association of ideas; a law which worked 
invariably but with him whimsically, leading us from the twentieth century to the 
fourteenth, from poetry to anatomy with astonishing swiftness. Always with Dr. 
Kusian it was “and zat reminds me.” 

No cool, unbiased professor had we here—the modern paragon of instruction. 
Such a colorless, disinterested pedagog, setting forth facts with the precision of a 
type-setting machine and with as little personality, was far from Dr. Kusian s 
ideal of a teacher. If he had been questioned 1 imagine he would have asked in 
turn: 

“Of what use is a professor unless he dare to denounce what is evil and exhort 
devotion to that which is true and beautiful? Who, if not the professor, should 
warn young students of the idiocy of the materialistic scientists and the conceit 
of the literary critics?” 

Such a condemnation as “contemptible donkey, despicable cad. enforced 
with particular emphasis upon the consonants, was far from infrequent, and I 
must confess, after the first two or three explosions, rolled over our heads with¬ 
out causing too much concern. But to Dr. Kusian they were always new and 
always heartfelt. I think he used particular epithets with peculiar joy and con¬ 
tempt upon the German philosophers and scientists whose materialism exasperated 
him beyond endurance. He attributed to Haeckel the remark, I wish I had been 
here when God created the world, I would have given him a few valuable sug¬ 
gestions. 
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Donkey, sir, with ears as long as Tinker. I wouldn’t give five cents counter¬ 
feit for the opinion of such a man. He could not even explain what makes one small 
blade of grass grow, and then to have the audacity, sir, the blasphemy, to talk of 
suggesting to the Almighty!” 

He was no less harsh upon Voltaire, whose death-bed repentances were par¬ 
ticularly provoking to his sense of sincerity. 

“The old hypocrite!” he would say. “When he thought he was going to die 
he would send for the priest and confess, acknowledging God. Then when he was 
well again he would denounce Him with the most blasphemous cynicism. 

There was another class of scholars for whom Dr. Kusian had utter scorn— 
all professional literary critics. Of a certain eminent gentleman he would say, 
That donkey,-, who thinks he knows more about Shakespeare than Shakes¬ 

peare knew about himself!” 

Then he would take a line of Shakespeare, and with a fine shade of sarcasm 
in his voice, mimic the methods of the literary vivisectionists, becoming so enraged 
in the process that he would stand before us, head thrown back, eyes blazing, 
and hands clenched. 

\oung ladies, if you want to know Shakespeare, I beg of you read him your¬ 
self, study what he wrote, not what every Tom, Dick, and Harry has to say about 
him.” 

1 recall with happy vividness one conversation with Dr. Kusian, in which 
he discussed Shakespeare the man. I had been working in the library, and as I 
came out I overtook him walking up and down the colonnade, hands behind his 
back, head held high. I seem to see him now—straight and graceful of figure, 
faultlessly dressed in a black cutaway suit, immaculate from carefully starched 
white bow tie to white cuffs overlapping and held together with large, round, 
gold buttons. A black felt hat crowned his head, and soft, slightly curly gray 
hair showed beneath the hat. The high brow, delicate nose, penetrating blue 
eyes, were those of an ascetic. The mouth and lower part of the face were hidden 
by a thin gray beard, cut square. I had often tried to discover beneath it the scars 
of duel wounds which he told us had been acquired in student days. 

On this spring afternoon there was some matter about which 1 was in doubt, 
lo I fell into step with Dr. Kusian to get his judgment on it. For a long time we 
paced up and down the white colonnades, the spring sun shedding patches of 
sight upon our path, the grass and the trees and the birds about us pulsing with 
lile and joy. As the professor talked on in his low, pleasant voice with his slightly 
ioieign accent, and scholarly vocabulary, l remember that there suddenly flooded 
over me a wave of mingled emotion—joy, pure joy in the peaceful beauty of that 
poignantly lovely world; joy in the companionship of that great, simple soul 
whose life flowed on serenely along the ways of thought, w'hose greatest passions 
directed themselves against what he considered violations of truth in the lives of 
men whom he would never know, in this world at least, and I feel sure that accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Kusian s theology, whom he would not be likely to meet in any other 
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world. Yes, this was joy, I sighed, and wished with intense longing that those 
surroundings, the low, vine-covered buildings with their cloister-like colonnades, 
this college world with its horizons of soul-lifting beauty, might be my home m- 
A definitely. But through the happiness there struck a stinging arrow of reality. 

This all this, existed that out there beyond those hills we might play our little 
parts well. 1 recalled what Dr. Kusian himself had once explained in regard to 
the monastic system, how Jesus had said, “I pray not that thou shouldst take them 
out of the world ***** But they are not of the world ’ Yes, that was it, though 
in the world, not of it. But now, now was mine, here, and I would drink deep of 

the joy of it while I might. ,, 

His soft tones had gone on during all my meditation. One didn t really 
» converse with Dr. Kusian. He talked and you listened, except for occasional 

monosyllables of assent. I do not remember much of what he said that afternoon, 
except\hat he assured me that Shakespeare really learned everything he knew 
frorrT Montaigne and owed all his fame and success to Montaigne. Where else, 
j| sir I ask you, could he have learned life as he knew it? 

Dr Kusian was an Alsatian and l used to wonder whether he was German 
nr French After that day there was no uncertainty in my mind. 

Perhaps the charm of this great friend of ours was in the fact that he never 
doubted but that he was right, and because of his naive simplicity no one ever 
became impatient with the dogmatism which in anyone else would have been 

cxaspcmungdes hjs t h eor j es anc j prejudices, Dr. Kusian poured out for us innumer- 
t able facts in every class hour and conversation. As I glance through my brench 

books I find such scribbled notes as these: 

“Voltaire’s description of Satan in five words, ‘Thank God I am here . 

“Theophrastus Renandot, first newspaper publisher.” 
flu “Greek drama lacks sublimity, magnanimity.” 

“Three gold balls, the sign of the Medici.” 

These and many other divers facts and ideas we would cull from our French 
and German classes. A reference in a play of Racine’s would be enough to start 
him on a digression which would last the rest of the class hour. Then those who 
were unprepared for their next class would take their cue to make up for lost 
time, and those who had no state of unpreparedness staring them in the lace 
would settle themselves to enjoy the rest of the hour in peace, for whatever Dr. 
Kusian had to say it was never dull. The man himself lived and breathed through 

all he told. ... . , 

Dear Dr. Kusian! How you did disagree with Darwin! “Contemptible theory, 

i sir. Think, 1 ask you, if you carry it back far enough, you w ill have it that God 
Himself sprang from an onion.” And this with no idea of irreverence, but in a 
vibrant whisper. Then he would tell the story of the seeds found in a mummy case, 
that, when planted and nourished by water and sun, brought forth green shoots 
though thousands of years old. “That’s God, sir, and all your Haeckels and Hegcls 
and Darwins and Newtons can’t do that or begin to explain it.” 
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As we who loved Dr. Kusian look back upon those years of association with 
him, it is not the hrench or German he taught us that we think about, nor the 
thousand and one other fields of knowledge into which he led our steps, but it is 
the deep, fine philosophy of living that his life unconsciously radiated and that a 
few of his often-repeated illustrations impressed upon us. it was while I was in 
college that he lost his wife and daughter. His fortitude and absolute faith in the 
justice and wisdom of God were beautiful. I can hear him yet, saying in a voice 
which he controlled with difficulty/ I do not understand, but God is good. God is 
wise. He cannot make a mistake, sir. No, I tell you it is impossible for God to 
make a mistake or he would not be God/’

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Blue Ridge 

To the Editors of the Spinster: 

Dear Girls: 

First of all 1 wish to thank you for giving me this opportunity to express 
my admiration for Blue Ridge, and my sense of the tremendous potentialities of 
the place and of the idea of which it is the embodiment. Not Blue Ridge alone, 
of course; what that spot does for the students of the South. Silver Bay, Ueneva, 
other conferences, do for college students elsewhere. I am none too tond ol multi¬ 
plex organizations, as you know, but this one is different. Let me see it 1 can tell 
you briefly what 1 mean. 

When we left for Blue Ridge last June, 1 thought that we were bound for a 
spot far from the madding crowd in the heart of the Carolina mountains. That 
was true enough in a sense. In another it was anything but true. We hadn't 
been there twenty-four hours before l knew that we had journeyed to the heart of 
young America. 

It was not only that at the majesty of the mountains, at the almost incredible 
strength and grace and boundlessness of the great out-of-doors, 1 knew suddenly 
how beautiful our country is, and how open to the skies. 

It was not only that there were students of every type from every sort of 
Southern College, and that in their very crudities or in their youthful sophisti¬ 
cation and divinely absurd self confidence, the bounds fell away from our partic¬ 
ular decorums so that l saw Hollins as a unit in an amazingly enlarged whole. 

1 had expected that. 

It was not only that I felt as never before the big-hearted sanity and tolerant 
affirmations of the Young Women s Christian Association; that I recognized a 
new' type of secretary: steady-eyed women whose poise and quiet efficiency could 
have been gained only through continued first-hand contact with the world and 
its problems. I was prepared for that. 

It was not only that in the list of speakers I recognized the names of deserv¬ 
edly eminent men ministers, professors, social workers—specialists, not dreamers, 
and knew that they would base the discussion of contemporary problems not on 
theories but on unanswerable statistics, on indisputable fact. Yet this, because 
l had not expected it, first made me begin to see. 

It was on the last Sunday morning as 1 sat in the auditorium watching the 
endless and various stream of girls pour in, that l had a vision which revealed to 
me the meaning and the value of Blue Ridge. I suddenly remembered another 
morning three years earlier when 1 had stood in the corner of a crowded room in a 
great Northern university and had watched students pour in as these were pouring 
now, but with a difference. The governing body of the university, because they 
feared strong meat for babes, had refused to let a great man speak to the students. 

1 he act, though certainly ill-judged, may have been merely the over-conscientious 
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conservatism of the elder generation. Its result, as might have been expected, 
was a wild, unmanageable meeting of protest. As I had stood that day, crushed 
against the wall, watching the flashing, indignant eyes about me and listening to 
the impassioned voices uttering ultra-radical views. I had found myself thinking: 
"How wonderful and powerful a thing is youth—and how dangerous, how impossible 
to curb " On that last Sunday morning at Blue Ridge as that scene came back to 
me 1 looked with fresh interest into the faces of this second group of students. 

1 thought of the addresses to which they had been listening—for old prejudices 
had not been coddled at these meetings—industrial abuses, race problems, and 
injustices abortive standards of morality, all had been openly discussed. Yet 1 
knew that some of these girls were little more than children. Had the lectures 
and addresses gone over their heads? Had they inflamed dangerous, impractical 
impulses with truths, half grasped or wholly misunderstood 1 Whether we elders 
like it or not America is at the inception of a great student movement. These 
voung things here before me, with those others of the North, would soon have in 
their hands the directing of our national policies. In the other faces with their 
lawless beauty and impassioned dreamings, 1 had, in spite of myself, read a threat 
of days to come as full of horror, of pathetic, needless tragedy as those on which 
Russia is now fallen. Would I see the same threat here? I would be honest with 
mvself and see. So all that morning 1 looked into the faces of the girls. 

Because of what I read there, 1 know the worth of Blue Ridge. 

A great New York preacher was talking to them of the awakening of the 
Prodigal Son. of that moment when he came to himself and realized that, though he 
had left home to find self expression, he had not and could not find his real self so. 

He must go home again for that. 

"To many people," I heard him saying, what we are doing this morning 
seems mere emotional frosting on the cake of life—no real part of life itself. 
Alas! Too often such thinking is not translated into definite terms of service. 
Too many people fail to find in the religion of Jesus Christ the liberating, joyous, 
vital experience that surely it should be. For after all, the ideal Christian is simply 
the normal man or woman on whose life has fallen the spirit of Christ. He that 
hath the Son of God hath life: life never reaches completeness without fellowship 
with God Nothing makes work great and promising but fellowship with God. 
Run away from religion and be yourself? You can't lie quite a human being apart 

fr ° m Those listening girls were dreamers, as youth must ever be, but the keynote 
of their dreaming was responsibility, not protest. Trained in their college labora¬ 
tories to respect scientific investigation and logic and reason, and in their literary 
classes to know that truth may be glimpsed only by the followers of the gleam, 
they had learned here at Blue Ridge that these guides hold beyond the class r<x>m 
for all of life and beyond. A little awed, a little humble but fearless and unafraid, 
these students, too, were realizing their power and accepting it If you could have 
been by me, seeing what I saw, you would have echoed my involuntary cry; "Thank 
God for Blue Ridge and for the torch that she is handing to the students of the 
South."

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How is a Wireless 
Message Received? 

E VERY incandescent lamp has a filament. 
Mount a metal plate on a wire in the lamp 
near the filament. A current leaps the space 
between the filament and the plate when the filament 
glows. 

Edison first observed this phenomenon in 1883. 
Hence it was called the “Edison effect.” 

!l tudi * d the “effect” but they could not ex- 
8 atisfactonly. Now, after years of experimenting with 
X * ray tub .es and radium, it is known that the 
tthat lcap * across 13 a stream of “electrons”—exceed¬ 
ingly minute particles negatively charged with electricity. 
These electrons play an important part in wireless communi- 
i . *1 W t! rc * r J d is interposed between the filament 

and the plate and charged positively, the plate is aided in draw- 
wh en the grid is charged negatively it 
drives back the electrons. A very small charge applied to the 
grid, as small as that received from a feeble wireless wave, is 
enough to vary the electron stream. 

» Kr * d * n t !? e tubc enables a faint wireless impulse to con¬ 

trol the very much greater amount of energy in the flow of elec¬ 
trons, and so radio signals too weak to be perceived by other 
means become perceptible by the effects that they produce. 
Just as the movement of a throttle controls a great locomotive 
in motion, so a wireless wave, by means of the grid, affects the 
powerful electron stream. 

AH this followed from studying the mysterious “Edison 
effect a purely scientific discovery. 

No one can foresee what results will follow from research in 
P n rc ^ 8cicnc ^‘ Sooner or later the world must benefit practic¬ 
ally from the discovery of new facts. 

For this reason the Research Laboratories of the General 
Electric Company are concerned as much with investigations 
in pure science as they are with the improvement of industrial 
processes and products. They, too, have studied the “Edison 
effect scientifically. The result has been a new form of elec¬ 
tron tube, known as the “pliotron”, a type of X-ray tube free 
from the vagaries of the old tube; and the “kenetron”, which 
is called by electrical engineers a “rectifier” because it has the 
property of changing an alternating into a direct current.
